EDITORIAL 


A  recent  book  by  an  eminent  psychologist 
has  challenged  today's  educational  system  on 
the  grounds  that  it  has  stopped  short  of  full 
psychological  maturity.  He  maintains  that  it 
does  not  place  enough  emphasis  on  the  criti- 
cal analysis  so  essential  to  a  mature  mind. 

As  public  institutions,  schools  reflect  the 
contemporary  public  viewpoint.  Members  of 
school  boards  are  not  likely  to  be  happy  at 
the  thought  of  transforming  our  schools  into 
experimental  stations  where  the  young  will 
learn  to  look  with  measuring  eyes  at  the 
status  quo.  They  have  relatively  fixed  atti- 
tudes in  economic,  political,  and  social  mat- 
ters. There  has  been  nothing  in  their  own 
successful  experience  to  make  them  see  as 
inadequate  that  by  which  they  themselves 
have  succeeded. 

Schools  are  designed  to  do  two  things,  — 
to  pass  on  culture  and  to  help  the  young 
grow  into  adults.  A  school  can  accomplish 
both  items  and  end  by  making  the  student 
into  a  complete  reactionary  and  roulinist.  The 
question  is  what  is  to  be  the  student's  adult 
role,  —  one   of  passivity  or  one   of  action? 

In  our  world  of  crises  there  is  a  need  for 


decisive  men  able  to  think  and  act  with  un- 
prejudiced minds.  It  is  up  to  today's  student 
to  realize  this  problem  and  to  tike  proper 
steps  to  avoid  a  stagnant  mind.  Rather  than 
merely  storing  up  factual  information,  the 
wise  pupil  will  properly  relate  his  newly  ac- 
quired knowledge  to  the  complexities  of  life 
itself.  In  this  way  only  will  he  find  his  niche 
in  our  world.
